The corn crop of Keataoky ia worth 
more than all the other fkrm enpeooaa- 
bined. Ita •etimatod valae to 1913 was 

S.>6, 807.000.00. more than twiOO that 
of the State's tobacco crop. 
The year 1919 was not a good com 

year and the average yield for this State 
was only 2U bushels an acre. Some of 
the haet of the aora ciwlrlaff States did 
not do so well, but the average yield for 
the country ai large was 24 bushels. In 
acreage Kentucky ranks llthaaMmg the 
Slates, bui in 1913, 34 States reported a 
higher average yie'd. In 1910 and 1912, 
better erop years, the State's average 
was approximately 30 bushels, but the 
average in more than half the States of 
tiie Union was higher 

The figures show conclusively that the 
corn growers of the State are not get 
ting the results they ought to get from 
their efforts. Kentueicy has 3,650.000 
acres in corn in ini3. Soil inl^rovemenl, 
more care in seed corn seleeilon and bet- 
ter methods of cultivation would double 
iiie production of the more than three 
million acres of land that Kentneky ia 
planting every year in eom. Indeed, it 
is safe to say that with only moderate 

improvement in these particulars on the 
part of the rank and file of the farmers, 
there would be a awtorml iaoraaaa of 
prod uct ion — and 
crease in acreage 

The average yield of com in some of 
our counties is as low as 15 bushels. 
That this is due solely to poor methods 
hss been demonstrated by the boys' 
com clubs which, in every section of the 
State, from the mountains to the Miss- 
issippi river, have made reeords of 100 
buabels and more to the acre.

The White Man in The 
Tropics. 

At a meeting of the Society of Trop- 
ical Medicine and Ily^eno in London 
Sir Ilavelock Ciiarles in a discussioa of 
nearathenia among Northern peopl 
who go to India, made some interesting 
observations on the failure of such peo- 
ple lo survive witbont admixture wiih 
the native races or without conforming 
to the necessities imposed by the oli 
male. "Conforming lo the climate,' 
be says, "will probably mean the pres- 
ervation of a percentage of strains de- 
feolLve in the primitive qualiies, end 
with a liability to nervous weakness.' 
The light colored people are perfectly 
fitted to cold climates, but when they 
migrate to hot latitudes they are dam 
aged by the conditions to which they 
are e.\ posed. If is said that fresh waves 
of immigration afo constantly necessary 
for the preservafieo of the purity and 
preduminance of the white race in a 
tropical (Umate. Unless these occur, 
whetlier the invaders are white or yel- 
low, in the crossing of light and dark 
races the foreigners have invariably as- 
sumed the characteristics of thetmtlves. 
The climate seems to limit, lo define 
and moul t the foreign characteristics in 
accord with the alterations brjoght 
about by ihe food and the soil. Aa in- 
stances of this are cited the d lip pesr- 
anoe of the the Turanian invaders of In- 
di;i, the failure of any foreign race to 
establish itself in Egypt, Mexico or 
Pern. The Ohineee in Oaloottenod Sin- 
gapore only maintain ther original qual- 
iiies by importing continuous streams 
of new, freah blood. It a traa, Sir 
Havelock says, referring more or less 
particularly to ihe experiment at Pana- 
ma, that with moooy aad potreaenoogh 
insanitary conditioos may be rectified 
and iropical diseases may be banished, 
b^t the heat, the eunlight and the cli- 
matic conditions cannot be changed ei- 
ther by the power of money or tl>e pow- 
er of knowledge. People evolved in the 
environment of northern latitudes can- 
not retain their chiracleristics in a 
tropical and subtropical climate any 
more than southern wheat can be made 
to grow and give its inerease in a high- 
land soil. Men of sound ooiutitutions 
can and jlo live in tha tropics, but wo- 
men and children fare far less well and 
the resuliK in the third and fourth gene- 
rations would be deplorable. Sur Have- 
lock says that the white man is not 
plastic enough to take up the moditloos 
of the colored man and remain white, 
aad witkoiit intermarriage hia desoend- 
wm die oat. "Bis iatapMlty Is 



based on biologic factors— akin aad bone, 
his blood, his brain and craaial Capacity, 
his nutritive processes. " 

Such observations, says the Jonmal of 
the American Medical Association, are 
eapeoially interesting and pertinent 
in view of what has been said with re- 
gard to the possibility of the more ex- 
tended occupation of oar tn^ical pos 
seaaiods by ibe people of the United 
States.
